Topeka, Kas,, March 14.—[Special.]—The 
Rey. Charles M. Sheldon’s Christian daily 
is only a step in the direction of a gigantic 
project which the Topeka minister will at- 
tempt to carry,out. He contemplates build- 
ing a new religious system for the Christian 
world. The preacher-editor has'not told the 
public of his plans, but an editorial in to- 
morrow's Capital will pave the way for the 
announcement. The information bearing on 
Mr. Sheldon’s plans comes from one close to 
the minister, however, 

The Sheldon’ project for a new religious 
institution contemplates the abandonment 
of sects—a structure founded on the teach- 
ings of the Bible, and made strong by the 
obliteration of the lines which now divide 
the churches. He already has decided on 
preaching this faith in two continents. 

“Practical Christianity’’ is what the 
author of “In His Steps” chooses to call 
hid idea. 

On ‘the first of May, having obtained leave 
of absence from his congregation, Mr. Shel- 
don will start for England, where for two 
months he will conduct a campaign for 
* practical Christianity,” the whole scheme 
being laid along the lines found in his books 
and his sermons. 


Prayers for a Sign.” 

The printing | ‘of: the Sheldon edition of the 
Capital has given the preacher editor more 
fame than he! could have obtained by the 
publication of books. ‘‘In His Steps’’ has 
been criticised as being far removed from 
true literature. The book, however, was 
tremendously successful in England, and 
shortly after it created a. stir there its 
author began to receive invitations to cross 
the water and exploit his views in person. 
He carefully cohsidered the proposition, 
and from a near! relation of Mr. Sheldon it 
is learned that)he prayed for a sign’ that 
would convince him that his mission on 
earth was to lead men to better lives by 
expounding a personal belief and opin- 
ions. 

The “ sign’’' ‘came when Banker Fred O. 
Popenoe offered him the use Of the Capital. 
He then decided to accept the English invi- 
tations, and for a space of two months he 
will act the part of the circuit rider among 
the Britishers, visiting all the large cities 
and endeavoring to elevate mankind by 
means of organizations in “ practical Chris- 
tianity,’’ which for the lack of a better name | 
may be called *‘ Sheldon Bands.”’ Mr. Shel- 
don’s scheme does not stop with the con- 
yersion of England in a two months’ cam- 
paign.

Takes Morphine at Kansas City—Copy 
of Sheldon’s Paper Found

Kansas City, Mo., March 14.—[Special.]—

Standpipe 115 Feet High, Holding 525,- 
000 lions, Collapses and 
uses Great Damage, 


March 14.—[Special.]—The 
the city’s water works system 
7:45 o’clock this morning, fall- 
ing with a) crash that startled the entire 
community.) Residents rushed frantically to 
the street, thinking it an earthquake, as the 
buildings in'the neighborhood trembled from 
the shock. 

The neighborhood was flooded with water 
and large cakes of ice were scattered about. 
They fell with great force, demolishing 
fences and tearing away the front veranda 
and damaging the home of A. H. Knott, a 
Chicago electrician. 

The water was over three feet deep in the 
immediate vicinity. The standpipe was 
thirty feet in diameter and 115 feet high, and 
was situated on the highest point of land in 
the city. It was erected by a St. Louis firm 
in 1887 at a ¢ost of $15,000. It was kept near- 
ly full all the time and would hold 525,000 
gallons. 

When it collapsed the gauge at the pump- 
ing station showed that it was seven-eighths 
full. It is estimated that there is fifty tons 
of ice lying; about that was in the pipe, and 
it is thought that it had frozen to such an

Handfuls of rice showered on the daughter 
of Judge Henry V. Freeman and her newly- 
wedded husband, Henry Coe Culbertson of 
Cincinnati, as they left the Freeman resi- 
dence after the marriage last evening caused 
an exciting runaway. The bride and groom 
had a narrow escape from serious or fatal 
injury. The horses started north and turned 
several corners, but, by. remarkable good 
fortune, the carriage was not upset, and 
bride and groom finally reached the Audi- 
torium Annex, having lost only a satchel. 

Mrs. Culbertson was Mabel D. Freeman, 
being the oldest daughter of the Judge. 
After the wedding at the residence, 5760 
Woodlawn avenue, the couple entered the 
carriage amid the customary showers of 
rice. The horses were frightened and started 
on a wild run. Dashing north to Forty-fifth 
street, they turned east and ran to Lake ave- 
nue. Here they whisked around the cor- 
ner to the north, and then the real excite- 
ment of the affair began. 


Policeman Fires Shots. 

The runaway had almost reached Fofty- 
third street when it was seen by Policeman 
Furlong of the Hyde Park Police Station. 
He saw a man in evening dress standing be- 
side the driver calling for assistance, and 
he thought that some crime had been com- 
mitted. He called to the driver to stop, but, 
seeing that his voice seemed only to quicken 
the speed of the horses, he drew his revolver 
and fired several shots in the air, thinking 
this would frighten the driver into stopping. 
It only quickened the speed of ‘the team, 
however, and the policeman ran to a patrol 
box and notified the Hyde Park Station. The 
Stanton Avenue Station was notified from 
Hyde Park, and a patrol wagon loaded with 
men was sent out to intercept the carriage. 


Patrol Wagon Stops Runaway. 

The police arrived at Thirty-fifth street 
and Lake avenue as the carriage reached 
thatcorner. The police stopped the equipage, 
and found to their surprise that, besides 
the driver and the man sitting on the box, a 
bride and groom were inside the carriage. 
When the party had recovered from their 
terror they said that as they started the 
horses had become frightened at being 
struck by the rice thrown at the bridal 
couple and soon were beyond the driver's 
control.

“FIND PROOF OF GUM CHEWING. 


Special Obtain Varied 
Assortment of Wads Beneath the 
Desks of Young Women. 


A special Chewing Gum commission ap- 
pointed by the Board of Civil Service Com- 
missioners at the request of Mayor Harrison 
completed an examination yesterday of the 
desks used by the young women in the offices 
of the commission. A report was filed with 


' Secretary Corcoran giving the results of the 


inquiry. It was set forth that the special 
commissioners had found fifteen pieces of 
gum, ranging in size from that of a pea to 
that of 4 golf ball, stuck under the ledges of 
the tables and desks used by the young 
women. 

The opinion was advanced that the pieces 
covered a period of use of about two days, 
and the condition of the wads was exhibited 
as a basis for the opinion. Upon the subject 
of the large pieces the special commission 
divided, and a minority report contended 
that they represented one mouthful. It was 
estimated that 100 sticks of gum had been 
consumed to produce the wads. It was 
ad@ed that a more thorough search would 
probably find strata under the tables dating 
back to the beginning of the occupation of 
the offices by the commission. 

In compliance with an order by the Board 
of Commissioners the wads of gum were 
detached from beneath the tables and desks 
and collected in a pint jar labeled ‘‘ Exhibit 
No. 1, Special Chewing Gum Investigation.” 
They were deposited in the vaults of the of- 
fice. Exhibit No. 2 was a plat indicating 
the position of the wads under the tables. 
This was filed with the report of the special 
commission. The report and exhibits await 
action by the board. The investigation was 
undertaken after a statement by Mayor Har- 
rison that he never could go into the offices 
of the commission without finding the young 
women chewing gum or gossiping.

Ottawa, Ont., March 14.—[Special. ]—Desk 
pounding, palm slapping, slinging of epi- 
thets, and choruses of groans characterized 
the proceedings in the House of Commons 
throughout the afternoon sitting today. It 
began with Sir Wilfrid Laurier declining 
to grant further courtesies to the opposi- 
tion with regard to notices on the order 
paper. G. E. Foster took objection amid 
manifestations of approval and disapproval. 

Mr. Foster angrily nicknamed Sir Wilfrid

“What a position,’ he called out at the 
top of his voice, “‘ for a grown man to take. 
Is the man in his dotage?”’ a question that 
met with jeers and cheers, in the midst of 
which the Speaker was seen on his feet 
endeavoring to restore order. 

When he succeeded, Sir Wilfrid reproved 
the opposition for violating the rules of 
decency, which brought up Sir Charles Tup- 
per with the counter charge that only a 


. few nights back Sir Wilfrid’s followers had 


shown their sense of decency by saying he 
had violated all the ten commandments. 
There was a roar that drowned Sir Charles’ 
voice, and Sir Richard Cartwright got up 
and insinuated it was probably in Sir 
Charles’ own interest the question was not 
gone into. Sir Wilfrid caught Mr. Speaker's 
eye and rose to assert the dignity of the 
House and said he would not indulge in 
personalities.

FUND FOR DETROIT MEMORIAL. 


One-Fourth of $1,000,000 Required Is 
Subscribed at Public Meeting in 
Interest of the Project. 


Detroit, Mich., March 14.—A quarter of the 
amount estimated as necessary for the erec- 
tion of the million-dollar memorial of the 
bi-centenary of the founding of Detroit was 
subscribed tonight at the first public meet- 
ing called in fhe interest of this artistic 
project. General Russell A. Alger led off 
with a $25,000 subscription, and similar 
amounts were pledged by Senator James Mc- 
Millan, James E. Scripps, Colonel Frank J.

Even in the dry season the rocks, 
kopjes, and trees on both sides of the river 
will afford much protection against an in*® 
vading army.

Rolling Stock Captured. 

“* Bight locomotives and much rolling stock 
were captured. The Boer organization is 
collapsing and the breach between the Free- 
Staters and Transvaalers is widening. 

‘“* Major General Prettyman has been ap- 
‘pointed Military Governor of Bloemfontein. 
‘The shops are gladly opening and there is 
general rejoicing.’’ 


Russian Attache Amazed. 

It is interesting, in conmection with the 
rapid advance of Lord Roberts,tolearn that 
the Russian military attaché with the Boers 
who were captured by the Brtish sent the 

‘following telegram*to the Czar: 

“TI am perfectly amazed at the energy in 
action and the endurance of the British in- 
fantry. I need say no more.” 


Causes Relief in London. 

Lord Reberts’ dispatch caused a feeling

It so happened that a torchlight procession, 
organized on an extensive scale for the 
widows’ and orphans’ fund, was parading 
South London with bands and banners. This 
included a body of uniformed men repre- 
senting the British field forces, the surrender 
of Cronje, and other inspiring incidents. The 
route was hung with flags, and stands were 
‘erected at numerous points for spectators. 
‘Naturally the appearance of the extra edi- 
tions of the evening papers created a furore 
of enthusiasm among the paraders, who 
greeted the news with cheers and the sing- 
ing of the national anthem.

SALISBURY’S ANSWER SECRET. 


President McKinley Will Not Send the 
British Reply to His Offer of Me- 
ation to the Senate. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—The answer 
of Lord Salisbury to the message from Presi- 
dents Kruger and Steyn, which was trans- 
mitted through our government, was re- 
ceived at 4 late hour last night. This marks 
the end of the first overture towards peace. 

The President has decided that it is not 
proper at ‘this time to make public the text 
of the communications which have passed 
between Pretoria, London, and Washington 
relaive to the peace negotiations. Therefore 
the Allen resolution, adopted by the Senate, 
calling fof the correspondence must remain 
unansweréd for the present, though there 
is reason’ to believe the cause for maintain- 
ing secrec} on this point will soon disappear. 

Inasmuch as there appears to be some 
confusion jin the public mind respecting the 
various efforts made by the Boers to end 
the war, it may be stated that this particu- 
lar correspondence, passing through the 
State department, was separate and apart 
from the hote addressed by Presidents Kru- 
ger and Steyn to nearly all the continental 
powers,’ ahd was also distinct from the ap- 
peal addressed directly to Lord Salisbury.

SAYS JOHANNESBURG IS DOOMED 


Montagu White, Boer Agent in Amer- 
ica, Declares Transvaal City Must Be 
Destroyed to Protect Pretoria. 


New York, March 14.—[{Special.]—Montagu 
White, the agent of’ the Transvaal in this 
country, in a signed statement, after dis- 
cussing Lord Salisbury’s reply to the letter 
of Presidents Kruger and Steyn, expresses 
his belief that the Boers will destroy the Eng- 
lish city of Johannesburg, which is within 
the Transvaal territory. He says: 

“Personally, I hdpe that Johannesburg 
may be spared, because I have considerable 
property at stake in that city, but I cannot 
see how, for strategic reasons, it can be left 
as a base from which the English can oper- 
ate against Pretoria, It certainly seems that 
the Boers must raze and destroy that beauti- 
ful city. 

“The cover which the buildings“would 
afford, the vast amount of supplies that 
could Be stored there, tts proximity to Pre- 
toria—thirty-fivg miles—its water supply, 2 
hundred other ghings, would meke it most 
invaluable to an invading force bent upon 
taking Pretoria. Toleave thecity unharmed 
would be like providing drawing-room ac- 
commodations for her Majesty's soldiers. 

“For these reasons I think the destruction 
of Johannesburg would be necessary as a 
military measure for the Boers. The loss 
involve would be at least $150,000,000. I 
hope, therefore, that, something may be done 
to satisfy the legitimate aspirations of both 
belligerents before such a catastrophe to 
civilization happens. 

‘* But the Boers will sacrifice Johannesburg 
and its beautiful buildings and modern ad- 
juncts to civilization) if they are forced to do 
it. Then it would be a fight to the last drop 
of blood for the possession of Pretoria.’’ 


STORY OF GAME T°FE ASSAULT. 


Fuller Details of the British Sortie 
and Repulse from Mafe- 
‘King. 

LONDON, March 7.—[Correspondence. ]— 
From Mafeking the Times’ correspondent 
sends a more thrilling account of the sortie 
of the garrison on Dec. 26 than has yet 
reached this country. It will be remem- 
bered that Baden-Powell’s men endeavored 
to capture Game Tree, a particularly an- 
noying Boer fort. After relating the start 
of the sortie the correspondent continues: 

‘For a moment it seemed as though the

The ground around (the fort was becoming 
dotted with the figures of our wounded men, 
who, although they were but an irregular 
soldiery,followed their officers with the pluck 
and dogged determination of veterans. 

“As they septate nearer the men, un- 


| disturbed by the shower of bullets which 


fell about them, dheered repeatedly, the 


echo of those cheers giving rise to the im-, 


pression that the capture of the position was 
imminent. 

The steady rush i our men, undefeated 
by the worst that the enemy could do, was 
rapidly demoralizing those who were firing 


from behind the loopholes in the fort, and it © 


may have been that, had we not had our re- 
sponsible officers shot and killed before we 
reached the walls of the fort, a different 
story might have to'betold. From the point 
which we had gained the character of the 
fort was seen, and the heavy fire under 
which it was defended showed it to be im- 
pregnable. It rose some seven feet from the 
ground, from the edges of a ditch, with sides 
almost impossible to climb. 

** It was certain death which stared them in 
the face within twenty-five yards, but not 
aman was dismayed. They continued. The 


ditch-was before them, the fort before them, | 
and through three tiers of loopholes came the 
enemy’s fire. Our men from one side of the. 


ditch fired point blank at an enemy who from 
behind his loophole fired point blahk at him. 
Here those who haf served until now were 
either killed or wounded, and it was here that 
Captain Vernon, already wounded twice, en- 
deavored to clamber into the fort. Captaip 
Vernon and Lieutenant Paton managed by 
superhuman efforts to reach the loopholes, 
into which they ¢mptied their revolvers. 
Their example was gagerly copied by the few 
who remained and who were shot down as 
they plied their baypnets through the apert- 

Here Captain Vernon, Lieutenant Pa- 
ton, Corporal Pickard, Sergeant Boss, and 
many others were killed. 

“ Those of our men who were left fell back 
savagely and sullenly. When they fell in 
again, out of the sixty men that had been 
engaged in the charge only nine were un- 
wounded. Our killed were twenty-one, our 
wounded thirty, of whom four have since 
died. There were also three who were pris- 
oners in the hands of the enemy.”

HOW VAAL KRANTZ WAS TAKEN. 


Mail Letters Describe the Charge of the 
Durham Regiment and Capture 
of the Stronghold. 


LONDON, March 14.—The siege of Lady- 
smith with its harrowing experience has 
passed into histary, yet it is only now that 
the public is able to learn the details of the 
struggles which accomplished its relief. The 
latest mails only take the story up to General 
Buller’s third attempt, when, on Feb. 6, for 
the second time he crosesd at Potgieter’s 
Drift, and, after three days’ fighting, was 
forced to retire from Vaal Krantz. To this 
series of actions) Bennett Burleigh devotes 
four columns of |the Daily Telegraph. He 
says in part: 

‘‘ The Royal Engineers worked like beavers 
on their pontoon bridge acress the Tugela 
at Munger’s Drift. They were discovered 
by the Boers and had to complete their 
work under a sharp fire. The bridge be- 
ing finished, Wynn's brigade was withdrawn 
from Brakfontein under a galling fire, and, 
after a terrible artillery duel of three hours, 
Lyttleton’s brigade was launched at Vaal 
Krantz from the cover it had occupied at 
Munger’s Faftm. It was a journey through 
a valley of death. . 

“With the Durham Light Infantry lead- 
ing and the Third Battalion, King’s Royal 
Rifles, upon their right, up rose from the 
sloping banks of the Tugela the troops and 
dashed forward towards the rugged sides 
of Vaal Krantz. From front and flanks the 
enemy opened fire.”” 

Of this gallant advance by the Durhams 
the Standard correspondent furnishes this 
description: | 

“*On leaving the protection of the river 
bank the Durhaéms were exposed to a 
withering musketry fire, while the Creusot 
on the left of Vaal Krantz and the Maxim 
automatic well up the valley aided the 
Boer riflemen in delaying the advance. 

“The work of pounding ahead in the face 
of so galling a fire was both difficult and 
arduous. Steadily they crept forward, re- 
plying as well as they could to the enemy’s 
fire, and reached the right donga. The ad- 
vance was slightly checked by a deep pool. 

* On arriving at the foot of the kopje word 
-was given to fix bayonets and charge, and 
they ran up the hill to the chorus of a rousing 
British eheer. Some forty Boers, who staid 
to, the last on the near base, scurried before 
them, leaving their horses behind them. 

“The fire from the high ridge to the left

KIPLING’S PROTEST AGAINST GOV- 
ERNMENT’S WEAKNESS. 

English Writer, Now Visiting at Cape 
Town, Declares That the British 
Colonial Civil Authorities Wink af 
Semi-Treasonable Acts — Says the 
Loyalist’s House Is Raided by Boers 
or Rebels, While the Disloyalist Is 
in Natal. : 


New York, March 14.—The first word from 
Rudyard Kipling since he went to south 
Africa will be printed in this week's Har-. 
per’s Weekly. Mr. Kipling cables a long 
account of British disloyalty, which he 
calls “the sin of witchcraft.” 

The burden of his complaint is that Brit- 
ish civil authorities in Cape Town wink at 
semi-treasonable acts, and, to quote his own 
words, ‘‘ The government will take care it 
does not pax any one to be loyal.” He says: 

‘‘The loyalist on the border has his house 
ripped inside by Boers or rebels, or both; the 
disloyalist’s farm is respected, and In return 
he supplies the enemy with food, horses, 
and information. His riskissmall. He may 
possibly—but not if his friends can stop it— 
be arrested on a charge of treason. He may 
then be sent down country to be tried by a 
sympathetic jury. He hopes, and not with- 
out reason, to have his farm restored to him 
after he has undergone some absurdly inad- 
equate punishment. Meanwhile the loyal- 
ist’s piano is lying wireless on the veranda; 
photegraphs of his house show the rooms 
as though cyclones had met to wrestle there; 
his flocks and herds are gone, and the baby- 
Yinen is lying on the dungheap. He and his 
family crawl into Cape Town in overpacked 
trains and get what consolation they can 
from singing’ ‘Britons Never Shall Be 
Slaves’ on the platform. Then do Messrs. 
Kruger and Steyn begin . correspondence 
with Lord Roberts as to the atrocities com- 
mitted on a virtuous population by a brutal 
and licentious soldiery. 


Complaint of. the Loyalists. 

“The loyalists declare that properly 
handled open disloyalty could be reduced 
to a neglectable quantity. ‘What then,’ 
they demand, ‘is the sense of creating and 
propping and supporting the thing as you 
created, and propped, and _ supported 
the Transvaal till it bit you?’ They havea 
certain amount of reason on their side, and 
it may be as well to set out to defeat, to de- 
lay, to evade and nullify the workings of 
a just punishment at first cautiously, but 
later, made bold by toleration, with an in- 
solent carelessness of security, as to preach 
sedition under guise of abject loyalty. ‘To 
malign unscrupulously and to lie malignant- 
ly and with knowledge among an ignorant 
people is a merty and profitable game while 
it endures. The players, however, do not 
see, or, busy with their small intrigues, will 
not realize that for each man whose neck 
they save arises yet another desiring noth- 
‘ing less than their necks. 


‘To Let Rebels Escape. 

‘‘TIt is a brutal way to put it, but things 
are not all cream and honey in Cape Town 
just now, and I confess it gives me the cold 
creeps to watch these smooth-talking, smil- 
ing men explaining to their intimates, as 
they have explained these ten years past, 
how this and that will be softened down 
in the interest of some imperiled rebel; how 
help will come from here and support from 
another quarter, and how little in any case 
to be feared is the British government. 

‘The home government is weak and of 
many kinds; they are present, omnipresent; 
they maintain intimate relations with all 
sides; with the front and the far more im- 
portant ‘ back front,’ which reigns at Pre- 
toria."’ 


Effect on Colonial Troops. 

The colonial troops see this disloyalty 
which the government does not publish, and 
Mr. Kipling voices their feelings in these 
words: 

** Now, men who are used to dust in their 
food do not care to have it thrown in their 
eyes. Five, six, and seven thousand miles 
away anxious young communities are wait- 
ing for word of theirmen. No detail of their 
doings goes unrecorded by the big dailies 
whose wrappers you have never opened, or 
by the little cheap newspapers with he 
patent insides. Move a mixed colonial con- 
tingent fifty miles here across country and 
Winnipeg, Quebec, Canterbury, Wellington, 
and Brisbane are also moved over, and, 
above that they will write to their papers. 
These men’s letters will be read and reread 
at crossroads stores, in railroad round- 
houses, in wayside dossers’ camps, at. up- 
country race meetings, at little Masonic 
lodges, along the wharves of big exporting 
houses, and in the clubs of all the white 
man’s world. 

*““Do you see, therefore, that the long-en- 
during scorn, the terse-sticking contempt, 
the happy epithet spat out in a dusty camp, 
to turn up double-leaded in a journal of 
80,000 circulation on the other side of the 
world, will not come from England? 

“The colony will be branded by her own 
brethren, by the open-air men who have 
voted regularly since their majority, and who 
own the houses they live in. She dare not 
say that they have been bought by the cap- 
italists, influenced by the press, or preju- 
diced by their insular training. It is her 
own caste in punchayet that will strip the 
colony of her caste. She will be left with 
her climate and her geographical advan- 
tages, but her place and our peoples will go 
over to little Natal while her honor is trailed 
round the world at the heels of these return- 
ing horsemen. This is unjust—bitterly and 
cruelly unjust. 

Bitter Medicine to Swallow. 

“I developed the forecast at some length 
to a south African, and there are no words 
to paint his extreme objection to this medi- 
cine. He was quite unconsoled by the re- 
minder that the Cretans have not yet re- 
covered from the effect of a hasty hexameter 
of old days, and that the Laodiceans have 
‘ passed into literature.’ It struck him asa 
piece of hideous brutality, for he loved his 
land with passion—you see it is his own 
land—in agony and great torture, andit cuts 
him to the soul that its name should be 
soiled. He says that it has more loyalists 
fighting in the fleld than Natal; that there 
are thousands of men and women, their rel- 
atives fighting on the other side, their hearts 
torn in three pieces, who still bide loyal. ‘ Is 
it not,’ he asked, ‘ enough that when peace 
comes the disloyalists will be petted and 
raised to honor without this last shame 
upon him and his?’ 

“ There is one way out of the horror, and 
only one. The men who have befouled the 
colony are known. They go abroad No 
man lays a hand upon them. They have be- 
come careless in speech, and this is im- 
portant; indeed, at the proper time these 
men can be made the means of saving the 
colony.”’ |

Every patrolman on the Chicago police 
force will be given a 10 per cent increase in 
wages monthly by the new appropriation 
bill, if the Council Finance committee holds 
to the resolution adopted yesterday at the 
second all-day session over the budget, 
which will go the Council next Monday night. 
Mayor Harrison, who sat with the commit- 
tee, opposed the increase and practically 
slated a veto for the order should it be car- 
ried out. The advance was made at the re- 
quest of Chief Kipley, though a 20 per cent 
rise was called for first. : 

The advance will require $200,000 more for 
police pay, a sum sufficient to add 200 new 
men to the force at the present salary rate. 
The latter proposition may prevail in the 
end, though a direct resolution to increase 
the force was defeated. A 10 per cent ad- 
vance would give patrolmen $91.66 monthly 
instead of the present $83.33. Captain Bar- 
ber, veterinary surgeon of the department, 
also is listed for increased pay. 

As a means of further checking the diph- 
theria and scarlet fever which have pre- 
vailed in Chicago the Health department, 
under direction of Commissioner Reynolds, 
has issued a circular of information dealing 
with the treatment of contagious diseases 
for circulation among families, especially 
households which are afflicted. 

The special Council Committee on Street 
Lighting accepted the bid of the American 
Development company for gasoline lighting. 
Five thousand of this company’s improved 
matnel lamps of fourteen cahdle power will 
be placed in position at an ual cost of 
$17.40 each. As many more sixty candle 
power lamps will be installed, the yearly 
price to be $27.60 each. 

City Electrician Ellicott has issued his 
annual report, showing that the municipal 
lighting plant of 1887, which furnished 125 
lights, has been extended until 3,502 2,000 
candle power lamps are now furnished. The 
cost of operation has been reduced from 
$96.76 a light in 1895 to $55.98 in 1898. The 
miles of streets lighted by gas, gasoline, and 
electricity aggregate 1,310, at an average 
cost of $645.48 a mile.

‘Lewistown, Ill., March 14.—The Republic- 
ans of Fulton County did not instruct for any 
candidate for Governor today in their con- 
vention, nor did they tell their delegates 
whom to support for any other State office. 
They defeated a resolution instructing for 
Senator Cullom. 

A proposition of this character was sub- 
mitted late in the convention and laid on the 
table by a vote of 210 to 32. It was offered 
by Lucian Gray of Lewistown in the shape 
of an amendment to the report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, and it declared it to 
be the sense of the convention that it favored 
the return of Shelby M. Cullom to the United 
States Senate. 

‘The convention was scarcely organized be-

This resolution 
was’ adopted on a roll call by a vote of 211 
to 36. Senator Cullom’s friends were not 
satisfied with this dose of medicine, so they 
came in later on and were again turned

Fight Over Resolution. 

The resolution shutting off instructions 
made quite a fight. It was opposed by 
Lucian Gray of Lewistown, who said the 
proposition was unheard-of at such an early 
stage of the proceedings, and he believed 
some ulterior motive was back of it. He 
spoke highly of Senator Cullom and said 
this was a piece of spitework intended to tear 
Cullom down. In was spitework on behalf of 
John R. Tanner, who did not suggest any 
other candidate for the Senate, but simply 
wanted to fight Cullom.

10 INDICT PICKETS. 


CONTRACTORS HAVE EVIDENCE 
AGAINST LABOR LEADERS AND MEN. 
Will Ask State’s Attorney to Lay It 
Before the Grand J ury—Twenty-four 
Accused of Intimidation and Nine 
of Conspiracy Also—Brass Molders 
aid Finishers Quit in Sympathy 
with Machinists — Union Chiefs 
Claim Employers Are Breaking Law. 


The Judiciary committee of the Building 
Contractors’ council is preparing to secure 
the arrest of nine labor leaders and twenty- 
four union pickets. The committee intends 
tomorrow to consider evidence that has 
been gathered by specia} detectives during 
the last five weeks, and on Saturday the 
State’s Attorney will be asked to cause the 
indictment of the men on charge of conspir- 
acy and intimidation. It is expected by the 
contractors that the cases will go before 
the grand jury on Monday. They declare 
that abundant evidence has been secured 
by the special officers employed by them. 
The nine leaders are to be charged with 
both conspiracy and intimidation, while the 
twenty-four pickets will be charged only 
with intimidation, 

The list of nine leaders includes six busi- 
ness agents and three Presidents of unions. 
It is said that Arr greater part of the evi- 
dence which wfll be presented to the grand 
jury has been gathered in the neighbor- 
hood of the Butler Building, where the 
union pickets have congregated in large 
numbers and several times have attacked 
the men when they left work. 

Labor men laugh at the report and declare 
that they will be able to clear themselves. 
They also declare that they will try to cause 
the arrest and imprisonment of contractors 
on the charge of employing men under false 
pretenses. 

The maximum penalties that can be im- 
posed upon any one adjudged guilty of the 
charges made by the contractors in the 
present cases are six months’ imprisonment 
or a fine of $500, 

Warning of the intended action of the 
contractors was given out yesterday. On 
the walls of the office of Wells Bros., at the 
Butler Building, West Randolph street and 
the river, notices were posted in which the 
laws of Illinois in regard to the intimidation 
of workmen were quoted. 


Strike in Sympathy with Machinists. 


One hundred and seventy-five men belong- 
ing to the Brass Moulders’, Brass Finishers’, 
and Metal Polishers’ and Buffers’ union 
went on a strike yesterday at the Western 
Electric plant in sympathy with the ma- 
chinists. These unions are members of the 
Building Material Trades council, and their 
action is construed by the machinists as a 
rebuke to that organization for its failure to 
order a sympathetic strike. 

By a mutual agreement between the ma- 
chinists and the manufacturers the proceed- 
ings for an injunction have been postponed 
pending the decision of the joint conference 
of the National Metal Manufacturers and 
the International Machinists’ union. This 
conference has been postponed until Satur- 
day as several who are to take part in it 
are unable to reach the city until then. 


Claim Advertising Law Is Violated. 


The placards posted in the street cars by 
the comtractors stating the wage rates in 
vogue will not be destroyed if the instruc- 
tions of the labor leaders are carried out. 
The leaders declare that the contractors 
have violated the laws of the State by post- 
ing advertisements for workmen and the 
labor men intend to prosecute the contrac- 
tors for their action. The statutes of Illinois 
are explicit in regard to advertising for 
workingmen to fill the places of strikers. 
Following is the law: 

“ Failure to state In any advertisement, 
proposal, or contract for the employment of 
workmen that there is a strike, lockout, or 
other trouble at the place of the proposed 
employment, where in fact such strike, lock- 
out, or other labor trouble then actually ex- 
ists at such place, shall be deemed a false 
advertisement and misrepresentation for the 
purpose of this act.”’ 

The fine for false advertisement is $500. 
Six pamaeg imprisonment also may be im- 
posed. 

Contracters declare that the placards are 
merely a statement of their position, it being 
their idea to inform the public that they are 
paying union wages and giving their men 
union hours. The two street car advertising 
agencies that are putting the posters in posi- 
tion declare that every precaution will be 
taken to prevent their being destroyed.

The cigar- 
makers themselves were utilized, as work- 
men frequently are by their employers, to 
petition for legislation which would benefit 
the capitalists and not help the workmen in 
any material point. Thus far no organized 
movement has been attempted on behalf of 
the people who are opposed to the tariff.

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| MRS. LUCINDA STONE DEAD. 


Known as the “‘ Mother of Woman’s 
Clubs ” and Pioneer Coeduca- 
tion Agitator. 


, Mich., March 14.—[Special. ]— 
Mrs. Lucinda H, Stone, Ph. D., died at her 
home in this city today, aged 86 years. Her 
funeral will be held on Friday afternoon 
from the People’s Church, of which she was 
one of the founders. | 

Lucinda H. Stone, whose work in organiz- 
ing woman's clubs in the West and especially 
in Michigan, gave her the title of the 
** Mother of Woman’s Clubs," was born in 
Hinesburg, Vt., in 1814. Aside fron. her 
work among clubwomen, Mrs. Stone was an 
— est worker in the early days for coedu- 

on 

Mrs. Stone was a teacher in a number of 
seminaries and academies and was head of 
the woman’s department of Kalamazoo Col- 
lege, of which her husband, Dr. J. A. & 
Stone, was President. The institution was 
one of the first in the West to give equal 
advantages to men and women. The first 
young woman to secure admission to the 
University of Michigan was prepared for the 
university by Mrs. Stone and sustained by 
her in her efforts to gain admission. In 
récognition of the efforts of Mrs. Stone to 
secure the ‘‘ open door’’ for women, the 
university conferred the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy upon her in 1891. 

Mrs. Stone, born Hinsdale, was the young- 
est of twelve children. She passed through 
the district school in Vermont at the age. of 
12 years and entered the Hinesburg Acad- 
emy. . Here she became interested in a young 
men’s literary society, which furnished her 
with a model for the establishment of 
woman’s clubs in the West. 

She spent one year in a girls’ seminary, 
but acting on the advice of a minister left it 
for an academy attended by young men. 
Here her experience gave her the decided 
opinion she ever afterward held in favor of 
coeducation. She became a teacher in the 
Burlington Female Seminary, where the 
principal wished to secure a teacher who had 
been educated by a man, and also taught in 
the Middlebury Seminary. Then an offer 
from Natchez, Miss., took her South, and 
in 1840 she was married to Dr. J. A. B. Stone, 
who in 1843 took charge of a branch of a 
Kalamazoo literary institute, which later 
became Kalamazoo College, of which Dr. 
Stone was the head. 

In 1864 Mrs. Stone; who had hen head of 
the woman’s department of the college, gave 
up her work in that connection and began 
the organization of woman's clubs. She 
was in New England at the time of the 
formation of the New England Woman’s 
club, and returning to Michigan transformed 
the historical classes which she had con- 
ducted into woman’s clubs for educational 
work, the first in Michigan and the first in 
the West. 

Mrs. Stone was known to all clubwomen 
in the Middle West. 

** Mrs. Stone was one of the three honorary 
members of the General Federation of 
Woman's Clubs,” said Mrs. Robert Hall 
Wiles, Regent of the Chicago chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and 
former President of the Illinois Federation 
of Woman’s Clubs. ‘“ Of late she had not 
been active in club work, but she took such 
interest as her health and age would per- 
mit. She is known to Illinois clubwomen 
chiefly through her connection with the gen- 
eral federation.’’ 

‘*‘ Mrs. Stone was as well known almost to 
Illinois clubwomen as she was to Michigan 
clubwomen,” said Dr. Sarah Hackett Ste- 
venson of the Chicago Woman’'sclub. ‘* Her 
work in founding woman's clubs, which she 
began In the West, made her title of the 
‘ Mother of Woman's Clubs’ a general one 
in the West. She was equally well known 
for her efforts for coeduation.” 
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DEATH OF TWO BEECHERS. 


Brother and Sister of Henry Ward Ex- 
pire on the Same Day in Dif- 
States. 


New York, March 14.—[Special. ]—Tele- 
grams from Elmira, N. Y., and Hartford, 
Conn., tell of the death in those cities to- 
day of the Rev. Thomas K. Beecher, brother 
of the late Henry Ward Beecher, and his 
sister, Mrs. Mary Foote Beecher Perkins. 
They were the last but two of the surviving 
children of L n Beecher. The coinci- 
dence of their death on the same day is 
striking. 

Father Tom, as he was familiarly 
known, was the pastor of Park Congrega- 
tional Church in Elmira. It is a massive 
stone structure covering a whole block, and 
was constructed after the plan drawn by 
Mr. Beecher. He believed in making the 
church a home for the young, and in one part 
of the church building is a completely fitted 
theater, with scenery, drop curtain, etc. 
Dancing was permitted in this room. In an- 
other part of the church is a kitchen. Mr. 
Beecher gave a fortune to charity, dying 
practically without an estate. 

Mr. Beecher was stricken with apoplexy 
while driving home from church. He was 
carried to his bed, which he never left alive. 
It was identically the same kind of attack 
as that which carried off Henry Ward 
Beecher. 

He was born in Litchfield, Conn., Feb. 10, 
1824, the fourth son of Lyman Beecher by 
his second wife, and was graduated at Illi- 
nois College, Jacksonville, lll. His services 
in Elmira extended over a period of forty-six 
years. He was once pastor of the New Eng- 
land Congregational Church in Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Mary Foote Beecher Perkins, who 
died in Hartford, was 94 years and 9 months 
old. She died at the residence of her son, 
Charles E. Perkins. For years she had 
been an invalid, but the immediate cause of 
her death was la grippe, which attacked her 
only a few days ago. 


With her sister, Catherine, Mrs. Perkins, . 


in 1823, founded the famous Hartford Fe- 
male Seminary. In 1827 she was married to 
Thomas C. Perkins. She is survived by two 
children, Charles E. Perkins of Hartford 
and Mrs. Edward Everett Hale of Boston.

RECEIVER FOR STONE CONCERN. 


J oliet Limestone Company Goes Out of 
_Business—Charles L. Boyd 
Put in Charge. 


The Joliet Limestone company, a private 
corporation with headquarters in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building, Chicago, went 
into the hands of a receiver yesterday, 
Charles L. Boyd being appointed to that 
position. The company had extensive inter- 
ests in Will County, where 300 men were 
employed in busy times.. 

The company was organized in 1894. The 
liabilities are said to be about $400,060. The 
assets, amount not given, consist of real 
estate in Will County and the yards and ma- 
chinery in this city. The President of the 
company is Hugh Young and the directors 
are Hugh Young, R. C. Harper, E. C. Hagar, 
Charles E. Metcalfe, and Charles N. 
Sprague. President Young is indorser on 
the company’s paper to the extent of $40,000 
and will be the heaviest loser. 

‘The company has gone out absolutely 
of business,’ said President Young. ‘In 
the interest of myself and other créditors the 
application was made for a receiver. The 
action was taken by the Board of Directors 
after consulting with more than three- 
fourths of the stockholders. All employés 
were immediately discharged and the busi- 
ness permanently closed. I am a creditor 
of the company and also largely responsible 
through indorsements. There have been no 
attachments or judgments against the com- 
pany, and all employés are protected. , The 
company has suffered from the long depres- 
sion in the building trades, aggravated by 
the recent strikes and labor disturbances. 
The small amount of business of late has 
made it absolutely impossible to continue 
longer in business.

JUSTICE PRINDIVILLE DECLINES TO 
PERMIT A REHEARSAL, 


Young Women Arrested for Stealing 
Copies of the Novel to Arrange a 
Play Offer to Produce Part of the 
First Act, but His licnor Refuses to 
Let Them, Remarking That He Has 
Not Read Book or Seen Drama— 
Prisoners Fined $100. 


While Olga Nethersole is waiting in New 
York for a legal expression regarding the 
moral qualities of “‘Sapho”’ Justice Prin- 
diville speedily reached a decision in his 
court yesterday afternoon and sent to the 
pridewell two young women whose ambi- 
tions to place the drama on the amateur 
stage had led them to steal copies of the 
novel. The Justice went outside the regular 
course in giving the decision, which would 
correspond in form to a Supreme Court 
opinion. The young women gave their 
names as Miss A. Stafford and Miss Annie 
Farley. 

“If all this advertising of ‘ Sapho’ brings 
young women like you to stealing books,” 
said Justice Prindiville, “it is time it re- 
ceived a check somewhere. You have the 
choice of paying a fine of $100 or going to 
the bridewell, where I imagine you will 
have plenty of time to rehearse the play 
without danger to the morals of the com- 
munity.” 

“But we have made elaborate arrange- 
ments for the production of this play,’’ said 
Miss Stafford. 

She referred io the fact that in one volume 
ef the books stolen a memorandum was 
found of the materials and fabrics that 
would be needed for the costuming. 

“Without meaning any offense,’’ said 
Justice’ Prindiville, ‘“‘I might suggest to 
you that it takes a beautiful woman to make 
a success a8 Fanny Legrand. Had you ar- 
ranged your cast of characters?” 

Miss Stafford grew indignant. “If the 
court will hear me,’’ she said, ** I would like 
to inform you that clothes make the woman, 
at least upon the stage. I expected to as- 
sume the leading role,,and while I may not 


impress you as being especially adapted to’ 


it, neither would any other woman you 
might meet on the street. If you think we 
are joking I will give you a part of the first 
act as far as we have rehearsed it.”’ 

Justice Prindiville became alarmed at the 
turn matters were taking. If a production 
of “Sapho’’ on the New York stage had 
aroused such commotion, what would be 
the effect of a rehearsal in a court of jus- 
tice? 

“This was to have ‘been just a quiet 
amateur performance,’ Miss Farley ex- 
plained. “‘ There are a good many different 
ways of doing the same thing, and it doesn’t 
follow that we were going to put anything 
into our production that was immoral, Any- 
way, it’s French, and the people who were 
to take part were mostly members of our 
French club. Circumstances should always 
be considered.”’ 

“T am afraid,’’ said Justice Prindiville, 
“that ‘Sapho’ would be Hamlet without 
the Dane if you undertook to make it en- 
tirely unquestionable. And as for the French 
part of it, this is not a court for the settle- 
ment of international questions.’’ 

The decision was accepted by the young 
women without comment. Justice Prindi- 
ville remarked that he had not seen 
“Sapho”’ nor read the book, and that he 
could not be censured for prejudice in the 

matter.

French Grand Opera company made its ap- 
pearance among us with becoming modesty 
and then straightway set gbout fulfilling its 
promises; and before thd first week of its 
engagement is over we ane afforded an op- 
portunity to hear a work which has been 
produced in this country only ‘within the 
last few weeks. ‘* Salamimbo,’’ it will be 
remembered, brought out at Brussels 
on Feb. 10, 1890. The firgt American per- 
formance of this opera took place at New 
Orleans on Jan. 25 last, the cast being the 
my re as that which presented it here last 
night. 

Beyer hardly ean be accorded a place 
among the inspired writers of music. He 
leans to spectacular effects, which are in 
themselves, it readily may be said, of an 
impressive character. But his music is 
largely wanting in gracefulness and funda- 
mental beauty. It is all st and tragedy, 
with few spots of brightnéss to relieve its 
heavy colors. But it is not withoutNits ef- 
fectiveness, for all that. In ‘“* Salammbo” 
this composer,has produced a work in much 
the same vein as his“ Sigurd.”’ | 


The present work is a long and elaborate’ 


composition, exceedingly imposing from a 
spectacular’ and dramatic standpoint. The 
story of the opera already has been pub- 
lished, and may, therefore, be passed over 
with the reminder that it, is an adaptation, 
by Camille du Locle, of Gustave Flaoubert’s 
famous novelof the same name. During the 
progress of the piece numerous effective 
situations come to notice, and these were 
made the most of by the many excellent 
singers included in Jast night’s cast. | | 

Two local débuts transpired upon this 
occasion—thése of Mme. Lina Pacary, who 
was chosen jby the composer to enact the 
title role at the first performance of “‘ Sa- 
lammbo’’ at Marseilles on March 13, 1893, 
and M. Layolle, who made his acquaintance 
with Chicago operagoers ‘in the command- 
ing character of Hamilear. Both of these 
artists may be said, without hesitation, to 
have made an excellent impression.. Both 
have splendid’ voices and both are gifted 
with uncommon dramatié abilities. Mme. 
Pacary gave an exceedingly forceful im- 
personation of her difficult and arduous part, 
standing the fatigue of the long performance 
without apparent exertion and maintaining 
an exalted dramatic intensity to the end. 
The music of this part is not of a nature to 
exhibit the full musical talents of the singer, 
consisting, as it does, almost entirely of 
declamation, unrelieved .by passages of 
straightforward melodicusness. But it at 
once was apparent that she possesses a 
voice of great power and resonance, and 
it will be a matter of interest to witness her 
treatment of more genial rdles. 

M. Layolle aroused the greatest enthusi- 
asm with his spirited singing in the opening 
scéne of the third act, This was work of the 
highest order and the artist was rewarded 
with numerous recalls. In this scene M. 
Bouxmann and M,. Bonnard, who already 
dad aroused deep interest with some meri- 
torious work earlier in the evening, also 
came in for a good share of the prolonged 
and vigorous applause. Both of these artists 
already have proved their worth and it is 
proper to record the fact that they contrib- 
uted largely to the success of this presenta- 
tion. | | | 
_It remains to speak of the excellent per- 
formance of M. Gauthier in the role of 
Matho, One has yet to experience the first 
disappointment in this artist. His extraor- 
dinarily brilliant and powerful voice and the 
intensity which characterizes his acting 
place him in the front rank of contempora- 
neous tenors, and make him one of the most 
satisfactory artists who have been heard 
here in recent years.

It is a long reach from the affluence of a 
salary of $250 a week, the society of giants 
of the “ show” world, to life and death in 
a two-story frame house on the West Side. 
And yet such was the fate of Wesley Jukes, 
one time business.associate of P. T. Barnum, 
W. C. Coup, John Robinson, and G. F. Bailey. 
Jukes died last Sunday at 576 Fulton street 
at the age of 63. His life was spent almost 
entirely in devising the mechanical schemes 
that for a generation excited wonder. 

Mr. Jukes was born in Pittsburg and was 
taught the glassblower’s trade by his father. 
At the beginning of the civil war he, with 
Major Brunell, a veteran showman, opened 
museums in New Orleans and Indianapolis. 
In 1870 he fell in with P. T. Barnum, and 
for nearly a quarter of a century “ Jukes”’

was Barni'm’s confidential friend and ad-. 


viser. He got up the first great Barnum 
road show, with all its intricate and won- 
derful contrivances. He invented the cal- 
liope, Gideon's band of automatic musicians, 
the Melchoir organ, and many other devices. 
For five years he was paid a salary of $250 
a week to devote his titue to the manufacture 
of mechanical figures and musical auto- 
mata. Of all his creations the automatic 
chess player was his favorite. 

In 1884 he came to Chicago as director of 
curiosities in the museum of Kohl & Middle- 
ton, and with the exception of a few short 
journeys he remained with them until ill 
health compelled him to retire last fall. He 
teft a wife, daughter, and graudda’ighter.

Supt. Andrews Proposes a Plan of Keep- 
ing Up the Fund—Boy Who Snow- 
balls Teachers Fined.

recommend to the Board of Education that 
the assessment levied on teachers and school 
employés for the maintenance of the pension 
fund be doubled as a measure to preserve it.

CHICAGO UNDERWRITERS PUT IN 
«OPERATION A NEW PLAN. 


~ 


Result of the Complicated Rules Adopt- 
ed Expected to Be 10 to 40 Per Cent 
Advance on Business Buildings and 
Stocks — Action Applies Only to In- 
surance Taken Out After Today — 
Change Rendered Necessary by 
Large Losses. 


Insurance rates in Chicago were advanced 
indirectly. yesterday on an average of over 
15 per cent hy the Underwriters’ association. 
The plan put in operation is a complicated 
one, but it is expected that it will have the 
effect of increasing premium receipts from 
$200,000 to $250,000 a month, which means 
that the insured who come under the classes 
of risks affected will have to pay this sum 
in addition to what they have been dispers- 
ing among local agents. 

The increase of the cost of insurgnce on 
commercial and mercantile buildihgs of 
multiple occupancy and their contents 
ranges from 10 to 40 percent. Theincreased 
cost of building material makes it possible 
for a new valuation to be placed upon im- 
provements. For overa year statistics show 
that many companies have been doing busi- 
ness in Chicago at a loss on account of Tow. 
rates and large destruction by fires. 

The new ratings apply only to insurance 
taken out after today, and insurance in 
force cannot be canceled. 


New Plan in Detail. 


The classes of business risks affected and 
“rulings made by the association are as fol- 
lows: 

Fireproof bulldtngs—Requiring contents to 
be rated under 60 per cent of the mercantile 
‘risk. The former discount of 40 per cent 
is abolished. In order fully te insure a stock 
self-protection is likely to cause the owner 
to take out additional insurance, and in- 


stead of getting a rebate pay a premium. The_ 


estimated avegage increase will be 15 to 
20 per cent over present rates. 

Manufacturing risks—Tariff is amended so 
as to make a greater difference between 
the building and the contents in cases of 
multiple occupancy.. The estimated rate of 
increase is 15 per cent. 

Paint factories—Schedule amended. Esti- 
‘mated increase of insurance on building, 20 
per cent; contents, 10 per cent. 

Malt elevators and houses—The rebate of 
25 per cent is abolished. 

Special hazards—Rates are increased 20 
per cent. until a new schedule is in force. 
All risks previously rated at the discretion 
of the superintendent of ratings are to be 
revised and listed. 

Buildings occupied for a specially hazard- 
ous purposes—Risks are not to be written 
longer than one year and with no rebate on 
full rates. 

Competitive rates are modified to provide 
relief against scalpers in isolated cases. 


Intention to Equalize Risks. 


“Under the new rulings,’’ dad Manager 
H. H. Glidden, “it has been the desire to 
measure every man’s hazard and let him 
pay a rate of insugance equal to the risk. 
It is good policy to keep rates at a form 
that will justify good indemnity. People 
who want protection must expect to pay 
. for it. Houses, dwellings, and flats are not 
affected by the change of rates.”’ 

The readjustment of rates was prepared 
by Manager Glidden, and his first official 
communication under the reorganization 
was adopted almost unanimously. After 
passing an amendment to the bylaws regu- 
lating incorporated agencies by providing 
that shareholders be eligible to membership, 
the annual meeting of the association, which 
has been holding adjourned sessions for 

_mearly three months, adjourned sine die. 


SUES FOR ALLEGED CONSPIRACY 


Western Mutual Life Association Asks 
$50,000' Damages from Walter C. 
Hately and C. R. E. Koch. 


The business circles of Chicago will be in- 
terested in the announcement that yesterday 
an important suit was brought in the Su- 
perior,Court of Cook County by the Western 
Mutual Life association of this city, through 
its attorneys, A. 8. Trude and Moses, Rosen- 
thal & Kennedy, against Walter C. Hately 
and C, R. E. Koch. 

These two persons are charged in the 
declaration with having conspired to injure 
the business of the plaintiff, and are sued for 
damages in the sum of $50,000, and are said 
to be the two active and aggressive spirits of 
the old Policyholders’ committee, which the 
management of the Western Mutual claims 
has been annoying it for something like a 
year past. 

The deciaration filed in this case is lengthy, 
covering some 51 pages of closely-written 
typematter, and after the usual formality of 
setting forth the proper organization and 
successful management of the association 
and reciting how Messrs. Hately and Koch 
became connectedfith the company, states 
**that on or about Jan. 1, 1899, the defend- 
ant (Hately), recognizing the rapid increase 
of the plaintiff association and the success 
that it was attainiug as a life insurance com- 
pany, and the value to him of a position upon 
its directory, then and there, and repeatedly 
thereafter, requested to be given a place 
upon the directory of the plaintiff associa- 
tion, and in such request was joined by the 
defendant, C. R. E. Koch, and plaintiff avers 
that said defendant (Hately) was unsuccess- 
ful by reason of tae refusal of said plaintiff 
4n procuring a position as such director, and 
thereupon, by reason thereof, and of the 
matters and things hereinafter stated, the 
defendant conceived and devised the unlaw- 
ful plan and conspiracy, hereinafter set 
forth, etc.”” It then alleges that the said 
. Hately caused to be inserted in one of the 
leading daily papers of Chicago a notice 
calling a meeting of the policyholders in the 
plaintiff company, ana that at the meeting, 
it is alleged, said Hately caused himself to 
be elected chairman. 


Committee Declines to Dissolve. 


The declaration further sets forth the 
claim that after the management of the 
Western Mutual Life association had per- 
formed each and every one of the agree- 
ments it made with the alleged Policyhold- 
ers’ committee, thereupon the said commit- 
tee declined to dissolve, as had been agreed 
upon; but, to quote from the declaration, 
“in further pursuance of said unlawful 
scheme and conspiracy, and further to injure 
the plaintiff association as aforssaid, failed 
and refused to dissolve said alleged Policy- 
holders’ committee and failed and refused 
thereafter to return to the policyholders the 
proxies, etc.; and, instead thereof, main- 
tained their usurped membership on the 
disbanded committee for the sole purpose 
of issuing statements as to the manage- 
ment of the plaintiff's business, known by 
them to be mendaciously false and in- 
iquitously untrue.”’ 

The declaration sets forth in full the cir- 
cular letter dated Feb. , 1900, sent out 
by Messrs, Hately, Koch, and others, and 
alleges that at the time the said circular was 
sent out “ there was in truth and in fact no 
such committee as a Policyholders’ commit- 

, tee. nor was the said defendant (Walter C. 
Hately) chairman of any such alleged Pol- 
icyholiers’ committee.” 

The declaration then enters into various 
alleged false and untrue statements con- 
tained in the circulars of Feb. 12, 1900, ahove 
referred to, and states “‘ and plaintiff avers 
that said statements were false, untrue, and 
misleading and were known and intended by 
the defendants so to be.’’ 


Insurance Company Seems Confident. 
It would seem from the manner in which 
the insurance company has compiled its 
@eciaration and set forth the statements 
so in detail, and (what is quite unusual) has 
geet forth in the declaration the evidence 
which it proposes to use in the trial of the 
case, thus giving the defendants an oppor- 
tunity to know in advance on what evidence 
the plaintiff depends in order to recover in 
the suit, that it feels it has a most aggra- 
vated case, and one regarding which it feels 
no doubt as to the final outcome.
